“It is only the presi- 
dent going on national TV who can 
convince the public it is in their 
long-term best interest. ... If he 
convinces them of that, it will pass.” 

Democrats had asked Bush at the

The president, in New York to 
give a speech at the United Na- 
tions, said, “Like most compro- 
mises, it is certainly not going to 
satisfy everyone. But this is the 
time to move beyond these individ- 
ual concerns and exercise leader- 
ship for the good of the country.” 


Kremlin passes law 
on freedom of religion

MOSCOW — The Soviet legisla- 
ture gave final approval Monday to a 
law on freedom of religion; then began 
debating a bill that would reduce the 
influence of atheism’s strongest advo- 
cate, the Communist Party. 

Together, the measures would give 
the force of law to two of the key 
reforms introduced by President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev: tolerance for 
religion and competition for the 
party. 

The Supreme Soviet approved the 
law on freedom of religion by a vote of 
341-2, with no abstentions. It forbids 
the government from interfering in 
the practice of religion, formally end- 
ing decades of repression. 

“This is a law that affects millions of 
people ... and a major step forward 
for” democracy,” the legislature’s 
president, Anatoly Lukyanov, said 
after the vote. 

Debate is scheduled to continue 
Tuesday on a proposed law on public 
organizations, including trade unions 
and political parties. It would set pro- 
cedures for forming new parties and 
guarantee them equal rights with the 
Communist Party. 

It would also limit the influence of 


voluntary mili- 


any party, including the Communists, 
on the armed forces, police and KGB. 

“People in military service and 
holding positions in law enforcement 
organizations shall suspend active po- 
litical participation in parties,” the 
proposed law says. 

The law would also strike at the 
Communist Party’s privileged posi- 
tion in other government agencies, 
eliminating party membership as a 
condition of employment. 

“A citizen’s participation or non- 
participation in the activity of a (polit- 
ical party) cannot serve as grounds 
for limiting his rights and freedoms, 
including holding a position in a state 
organization,” the proposed law says. 

It adds that the government shall 
not provide “any sort of privileges or 
advantages” to employees simply be- 
cause they are party members. 

The 17 million-member Communist 
Party agreed early this year to sur- 
render its constitutional hold on 
power. 

Since then, many smaller parties 
have arisen, including the pro-reform 
groups Democratic Platform and 
Democratic Union in Moscow and 
various nationalist organizations such 
as Rukh in the Ukraine, Berlik in 
Uzbekistan and Sajudis in Lithuania.

Tax increases would hit poor hardest 


WASHINGTON — Poorer, younger non-urban families, who generally 
spend a greater share of their earnings on gasoline, cigarettes and beer than do 
other groups, would be hit hardest by tax increases in the new deficit-reduc- 
tion plan. 

Other parts of the plan target fliers; state and local government employees; 
workers whose wages exceed $51,300; taxpayers with incomes of over 
$100,000 and anyone with a taste for expensive cars, furs, and jewels. 

There’s also a brand-new 2-cent-per-gallon tax on all kinds of refined 
petroleum products — gasoline, home-heating oil, diesel fuel not used in 
farming or manufacturing. 

Just in case anyone is left out, the plan calls for the Internal Revenue 
Service to step up audits and collections enough to squeeze an extra $9.4 billion 
out of reluctant taxpayers over the next five years. 

But unlike the 13 other tax increases that have been enacted since 1981, the 
impact this proposal will have on individuals at various income levels is hard to 
determine. 

That is because it contains no broad changes in income taxes, but relies 
instead on a potpourri of excise taxes and on payroll taxes that affect relatively 
few people. 

There is little question, however, that excise taxes on such commodities as 
fuel, alcohol and tobacco have a greater impact on lower-income people. 


Troops take Western ideals to Saudis 


JIDDAH, Saudi Arabia — Lama al-Suleiman is angry at an American 
woman soldier she saw on television. 

“This woman said: ‘All those Saudis have got to know that slavery time is 
over,’” Mrs. al-Suleiman said. 

She decried the image of Saudi Arabia abroad, saying: “It’s a picture of 
being imprisoned, of women being beaten. ... We’re not maltreated. We just 
need a little bit of change.” 

Some young Saudis say change could be one result as foreign troops, 
including women, flood Saudi Arabia to confront Iraq. 

Other observers say Iraq’s invasion of Kuwait might slow the pace of change 
— the 15-year-old civil war in Lebanon and the 1979 revolution in Iran have 
made the Saudis skittish about adapting to the West, seen here as the main 
cause of both upheavals. 

“With the crisis, people will rethink what they’re doing. It’s like walking on 
a knife blade,” said lawyer Majid Ghazawi. 


Doctors irate over associations’ actions 


NEW YORK — Two of the nation’s leading doctors’ organizations have 
angered some of their members by joining with a tobacco conglomerate to 
encourage Americans to lower their cholesterol. 

“Basically the American Medical Association and the American Academy of 
Family Physicians are associating with people who murder 400,000 Americans 
a year, in order to save a possible 35,000 or 40,000 because of lowering 
cholesterol,” said Dr. Brent Blue, a family physician in Jackson Hole, Wyo., 
and member of the family physicians’ academy. 

The doctors’ organizations have allowed their names and official symbols to 
appear in newspaper and magazine supplements supported by Fleischmann’s, 
a maker of margarine and a cholesterol-free egg substitute. 

Fleischmann’s products are made by the Nabisco Foods Co., part of the RJR 
Nabisco tobacco conglomerate. 

Fifty-five percent of the conglomerate’s sales in 1989 came from tobacco 
products, said an RJR spokesman. 

“It’s a pathetic use of a medical organization for the commercial ends of a 
tobacco conglomerate,” said Dr. Alan Blum, member of both organizations.

President Ezra Taft Benson, leader of The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, is in serious but stable condition due.to internal intestinal 
bleeding, said a Church spokesman. 

Don LeFevre, director of public communications for the LDS Church, said 
President Benson was moved to the intensive care ward Saturday when 
internal intestinal bleeding was discovered. 

“They (the LDS Hospital personnel) moved President Benson to intensive 
care in order to control the problem,” LeFevre said. 

President Benson underwent emergency surgery Sept. 19 to remove two 
blood clots in his brain. 

He is not expected to attend the Church’s semiannual general conference 
scheduled for this Saturday and Sunday. 

Counselors Gordon B. Hinckley and Thomas S. Monson will preside over the 
conference in President Benson’s absence. 


Opinion diverse on U.S. military action 


WASHINGTON — Americans are evenly divided on the question of how 
strong the U.S. military response should be if Iraq attacks American forces in 
the Persian Gulf, according to a poll released Monday. 

Of the 1,000 people surveyed, 49 percent said the United States should 
respond with the limited force necessary for defense, while 47 percent said it 
should launch an all-out war. Four percent said the United States shouldn’t 
respond with force. 

A majority — 69 percent — said the United States should give the interna- 
tional economic sanctions against Iraq time before considering war. Twenty 
percent said the United States should not start war under any circumstances. 

The survey was commissioned by Americans Talk Security, a bipartisan 
organization of pollsters who gauge attitudes to matters of national security. 

Forty percent of those polled said U.S. forces should remain in the gulf 
region a year or more; 22 percent said they should remain “as long as it takes,” 
and 6 percent said U.S. troops should start leaving immediately.

BYU looks for top students

out of this world, if you had not been living the kind of life

BYU is at its maximum enrollment, 
Dean of Admissions and Records said the reason students 
are still being recruited is to keep a heterogeneous nature 


of 3.0 and 4.0 students at BYU. 


“T think the thing that we are saying is we want a good 
heterogeneous student body. We think that adds to the 
academic experience,” said Jeffery M. Tanner. 


BYU has more students at the 3.0 


level, and recruitment is to ensure maintenance of the 
heterogeneous atmosphere, Tanner said. 

Tanner said that there are five people involved in re- 
cruiting. Their responsibilities are divided up geographi- 


cally in the United States. 


If those people aren’t out there recruiting, then stu- 
dents get pulled to other institutions, and BYU has lost a 
segment recruiters feel is important, he said. 

The money just isn’t available to go and see everyone 
personally, so a lot of recruitment is done by correspon- 
dence and telephone conversations, Tanner said. They do, 
however, go and actually visit the areas where there is a 


good concentration of LDS people. 


“We are out in the market place, particularly with stu- 
dents who would be in the scholar-level category. We 
found that we have to do that because everyone else (other 


institutions) is out there,” he said. 


Tanner said people need to know BYU is interested in 


them. 
Academic criteria are not the only 


students.

said. 


grade point average wouldn’t have meant anything in 
terms of admissions decisions,” he said. 

Tanner said they don’t give out scholarships just be- 
cause a student got a scholarship at another institution. 

“Tt is embarrassing to say, but we just don’t have the 
same kinds of funds that other institutions do,” said Tan- 
ner. 

“T mean we have a lot of students that will accept a half 
tuition scholarship from us when they could have a full 
year or multi-year award from another institution.” But 
they want to be at BYU, he said. 

Tanner said, “I am not being negative about the Church, 
they are very good to the university, but it is just a reality 
that the dollar only goes so far.” 

A 13-member University Commissions Committee re- 
views all the admissions applications, Tanner said. 

‘Phere are some cases in which there are no questions, 
the bishop has given a wonderful recommendation, the 
grades look great and test scores look great, so not as 
much time is spent on that file. More time is spent on a 
student who is being denied admissions, he said. 

Every person being denied is personally reviewed by at 
least one member of the committee if not more, Tanner 
said. 

Ina brochure put out by BYU called “Come Prepared,” 
it is stated that admissions considers five factors: 1) The 
kinds of courses taken in high school, 2) GPA, 3) ACT 
score, 4) Participation in the LDS Seminary Program and 
5) The Ecclesiastical Endorsement. 

The brochure also says that one needs a high school 
GPA of about 3.0.

‘Complex landscapes’ of Southern Utah 


inspire BYU

Southern Utah is not exactly the 
land of the lost or an area forgotten by 
time, but one BYU English professor 
says it still has potential for discov- 
ery. 

“Its (southern Utah’s) complex 
landscapes are much like a text which 
we can read,” said Ed Geary, who will 
soon complete work on a book about 
the relationship which developed be- 
tween the land and the settlers of the 
southern Utah region. 

“You can still find new things each 
time you return,” said Geary. 

The book will focus on particular 
regions of Utah such as Hscalante, 
Carbon County and what is known as 
the Arizona Strip. 

The book, due out in spring, offers 
an overview of both the geography 
and history of the area and will show 
how people have always had to adapt 
to new lands, he said. 

“Everybody recognizes that south- 
ern Utah’s landscapes are extraordi- 
nary, but. not much has’ been written 


about-how the landscape-affects the ~~ 


people and how people affect the land- 
scape,” Geary said. 

Geary, a Utah native, gathered ma- 
terial for the book from a combination 
of sources. 

Aside from the knowledge accumu- 
lated throughout his life, Geary also 
researched and read the accounts of 
19th century immigrants to the West. 

Many of these journals and mem- 
oirs of early Utah settlers are housed 
in the special collection rooms of BY U 
and other Utah universities, he said. 

“The journal accounts revealed 
that many travelers had to adjust to 
different ideas of beauty. Settlers 
from the eastern United States or 
from foreign countries had to educate 
themselves and come to appreciate 
the new beauty of southern Utah,” 
Geary said. 

But some immigrants arrived to a 
country and landscape they found 
ideal, he said. 

Greek immigrants, for instance, 
loved the Carbon County area be-

cause it reminded them of the land 
they had come from, he said. The 
transplanting into a new culture and 
land was easier for them in an area 
which reminded them of their old 
country. 

Geary said the book is his attempt 
to “try to probe the layers of percep- 
tion of the land.” 

“The basis for the book lies in the 
idea that whatever the shape of the 
horizon, landscapes become embed- 
ded in a person’s soul. The settlers 
began clinging to the earth itself,” 
Geary said.

When boy meets girl it’s chemistry, 
but when boy meets chemistry 101 it’s 
death. 

Most people believe chemistry, or 
for that matter any science major, is 
boring, but Juliana Boerio-Goates 
and Steven Fleming of BYU’s Chem- 
istry Department say they want to 
prove this theory wrong. 

“We want people to know science is 
fun, not just boring people in lab 
coats,” said Boerio-Goates. “There is 
acritical need for science majors right 
now, and BYU students could be a 
great resource.” 

“Students seeking degrees in scien- 
tific fields have a great opportunity 
for jobs in the’90s. A projection of 
over 500,000 jobs for science gradu- 
ates is predicted by 1999,” Fleming 
said. 

According to Workforce Report, 
there is a shortage of students major- 
ing in scientific fields in the United 
States. 

Fleming said chemistry graduates 
are especially in demand because they 
are skilled in problem solving, which 
is a skill that any scientific field de- 
mands. And students with only a 
bachelor’s degree still have a 94 to 95 
percent employment rate, he added.

Bye gives time to heal

Thanks to a bye in the schedule, the 
Cougar football team takes a week off 
following Saturday’s 32-16 loss to 
University of Oregon. 

BYU, with a 2-0 Western Athletic 
Conference and 4-1 overall record, 
will be on the mend as they prepare 
for the next home game against Colo- 
rado State on Oct. 13. Three injured 
Cougars will benefit from the extra 
time off. 

Quarterback Ty Detmer will havea 
chance to look at a lot of game film this 
week, due in part to a cast placed on 
his throwing hand. Detmer, who is 
ranked second in the nation in overall 
total offense and fourth in passing ef- 
ficiency (152.1), injured his right hand 
three weeks ago against Washington 
State. 

“T don’t really call it an injury,” said 
Detmer.“It didn’t affect me _ that 
much once the games got going.” 

“He won't practice this week, and 
we put his hand ina cast to immobilize 
it,” said head coach LaVell Edwards. 
Detmer is also scheduled to undergo 
therapy twice a day while the Cou- 
gars have a week off. 

Outside linebacker Jared Leavitt 
was scheduled to have tests done on 
Monday to pinpoint a recurring neck 
problem. Tight end Chris Smith, had 
arthroscopic surgery on his left knee 
Monday morning. Smith is expected 
to return to practice before the Colo- 
rado State game. 

As a result of their loss to Oregon, 
the Cougars slipped from No. 4 to No. 
10 in the United Press International 
poll and No. 11 inThe Associated 
Press poll. 

Questions were raised over the wa- 
tering of the field prior to Saturday’s 
game. According to Mick Hill, assis- 


tant equipment manager for the Cou- 
gar football team, he saw the grounds 
people at Oregon watering down the 
whole field “for at least an hour and a 
half.” 

After the water was turned off, Hill 
said “there was standing water that 
was not absorbed into the the turf.” 
Hill also said the Cougars wore the 
same exact shoes as the Ducks. 

As for the matter of the Cougars’ 
slippery shoes, defensive lineman 
Rich Kaufusi said “We were slipping 
all over the place. When we were 
warming up before the game, we had 
a hard time planting our feet. We 
thought the water would evaporate 
from the sun, but there was still wa- 
ter on the turf even after the game 
was over.” * 

The watering of the field prior to 
games is a “safety precaution” the 
Ducks have taken every game for the 
past 14 years, said Dave Williford, 
assistant sports information director 
for Oregon. 

“For the past three days that is all 
we have heard about. Number one we 
water the sand base to make a softer 
field. It was also expected to be 85 
degrees Saturdav, and watering cools 
off the field,” said Williford.

Calculator Inventory 
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US West to upgrade 
county phone systems

US! West Communications has 
proposed a plan to modernize its of- 
fices and telecommunication systems 
in Utah County in an attempt to 
provide up-to-date business services, 
saida US, West representative. 

The telecommunications world is 
becoming very competitive, said 
Steve Linton, a US! West Communi- 
cations public policy manager. 

“US.. West in the past has been 
following economic growth,” said Jim 
Farr, a manager at US. . West Com- 


» munications. “We now want to trig- 


ger economic growth by upgrading 
our systems and opening opportuni- 
ties for big businesses to move into 
the smaller cities.” 

Customers in 48 communities 
would be served by improved state- 
of-the-art utility networks using digi- 
tal, fiber-optic linkage, according to 
the Telecommunications Service En- 
hancement and Incentive Regulation 
Plan. 

The fiber-optic linkage is made of 
light cable or glass. The communities 
now use cables made of copper wire. 

The plan will cost $104 million. 
Funds for the proposed plan will come 
from investors, according to US 
West. 

There will be no increase in cus- 
tomer rates, Farr said. 

“US West proposes to freeze all 
customer rates for a four year period, 
but they will not be higher than they 
are now,” Farr said. 
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The offices that will be focused on 
are Lehi, Spanish Fork and Payson, 
Linton said. 

“Provo’s office has already been 
modernized and therefore can cater to 
big businesses such as Word Perfect,” 
Linton said. “Lehi and other Utah 
County areas could not offer the 
telecommunication systems needed 
to operate that kind of a business.” 

“More ‘jobs could open up because 
of new businesses moving to Utah 
County,” Farr said. 

“We want to bring new opportuni- 
ties to the public through improved 
communications systems,” he said. 

The plan must be approved by the 
Public Service Communications be- 
fore any action can be taken, Linton 
said. 

“The proposal has not yet come be- 
fore the Public Service Commission 
for approval,” said Joe Dunlop, 
telecommunications analyst for PSC. 
The hearings will be held in Decem- 
ber.

Fall is mountain biking season, 
and Utah Valley is a prime place for 
mountain bikers. Some ski resorts 
cater to mountain bikers. 

There are a lot of mountain trails 
in the area, said Scott Calhoun, a 
23-year-old senior from Mesa, Ariz., 
majoring in English. One is the na- 
ture trail at Sundance. 

Sundance has adapted its ski lifts 
to carry hikers, bikers and bicycles 
to the summit of the front of the 
mountain. 

“From the summit of the front 
mountain, there are scenic hikin 
trails for all abilities and intermedi- 
ate/advanced biking trails that lead 
to Stewart Cascades, the summit of 
the Sundance ski area or back to the 
base area,” said Petrina Price, assis- 
tant marketing director for Sun- 
dance. 

“There are a variety of trails that 
wind back and forth, up and down 
the ski slopes at Sundance,” said 
Scott Nyman, an employee at Sun- 
dance. 

“Sundance is one of the first ski 
resorts to catch on to the idea of us- 
ing chair lifts for mountain bikes,” 
said Eric Taylor, 24, a senior from 
Fayetteville, Ark., majoring in po- 
litical science. 

The hike and bike lifts are open 
Saturday and Sunday until Oct. 7 
from noon to'5 p.m. 

Bikers are required to wear hel- 
mets, and maps of the trails are 
available at the bike shop at Sun- 
ae. Costs are $3 per ride or $6 per 

ay. 

Another popular mountain biking 
route is Slick Rock in Moab. 

“In my opinion, Moab is the best 
place to go mountain biking in the 
U. S., and a lot of people agree with 
me,” Calhoun said. “You ride en- 
tirely on rock, and you can climb 
grades that you wouldn't be able to 
climb if it were a dirt trail.” 

“If you haven’t ridden in Moab, 
then you aren’t a mountain biker,” 
said Sven Johannessen, a 24-year- 
old senior from Bellevue, Wash., 
‘majoring in philosophy.

The Y is another trail mountain 
bikers can ride. 

“Riding up to the Y is one of the 
toughest climbs and best workouts 
around,” said Sean Tuttle, 24, a se- 
nior from Murray majoring in fi- 
nance. 

“There are parts you can’t ride 
without stopping,” Tuttle said. 

“There are several rides close to 
BYU that you don’t have to drive 
your car to get to,” said Brian

The fire trails below the Y that 
extend south of Rock Canyon to 
Springville make a network of roads 
that weave together and are good for 
biking, Weider said. 

Rock Canyon, right above the 
temple, is a good trail for the more 
advanced riders, Weider said. 

A longer ride is the trail that takes 
off where the pavement ends at the 
top of Squaw Peak road and contin- 
ues into Hobbie Creek. This ride is 
about 12 to 15 miles long. “It’s fun 
because you start at a really high 
elevation and descend,” Weider 
said. 

“It is important to the future of 
mountain biking to respect the other 
users of the trails, such as the horse- 
back riders’and hikers, by being po- 
lite and considerate,” said Weider, 
the acting president of Cycling Un- 
limited, a BYU bicycling club.

PRICE, Utah — University of 
Utah archaeologists have recovered 
about 50 projectile points left up to 
8,000 years ago by ancient Indians in 
a cave near Joe’s Valley Reservoir. 

Led by Duncan Metcalf, crews last 
summer excavated about half of the 
remaining deposits in one cave, re- 
covering “a considerable number” of 
stone artifacts, including points — all 
covering a time period from about 
8,000 years ago to about 2,000 years 
ago. 

All were recovered from neatly 
stratified layers containing charcoal 
that researchers hope can be radio- 
carbon dated so the styles can be 
cross-dated and compared to other 
styles found in other areas. 

“We now have such a large collec- 
tion we can reanalyze the taxonomy of 
projectile points of the Colorado 
Plateau and eastern Great Basin,” 
Metcalf said. “And we can see if the 
Joe’s Valley points are really differ- 
ent from those found in other areas.” 

Metcalf said the find will help ar- 
chaeologists piece together a better 
picture of what life was like in Utah 
thousands of years ago. And it might 
offer a glimpse of how nomadic hunt-

ing.
